The Red avalanche, having torn 


the Germans loose from the stra- 
tegic strongholds of Minsk and 
Polotsk, has continued to roll the 
nazi lino back in what bids fair to 
be the greatest disaster that yet 
has overtaken the man who three 
years ago marched his conquering 
legions over this old invasion route 
in his arrogant quest of world 
domination. 


Berlin itself has *dmilted that 


the Russian advances have been 
so rapid that big German units 
have been left in the rear of the 
Muscovites. 
The nazi losses have 


been colossal—something like a 
quarter of a million men killed or 
captured in the past 13 days. This 
sacrifice has been Imposed by Hit- 
ler himself who has 'ordered his 
men to fight to the death and, ac- 
cording to captured nazi General 
Baucmler, has been enforcing this 
bloody command by exacting re- 
prisals for disobedience.

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We have here a picture of Ger- 


man distress which 'strengthens 
the belief that the battle of Minsk 
will prove 'to be one of the deci- 
sive engagements of the entiie 
war. 
The • conservative London 


Times yesterday in describing the 
position declared that "part of the 
eastern front' today presents a 
spectacle that has not been seen 
in Europe since 1918—that of a 
broken German army." 


This analyst doesn't make it his 


business to prophesy, but only to 
indicate t'.ends—possibilities and 
probabilities. 
There's the possi- 


bility of a German debacle n While 
Russia. 
However, the facts don't 


warrant us in assuming a collapse 
at the moment. A bit more time 
will tell whether Prussian military 
skill will again enable a withdraw- 
al to other defenses. 


In any event, the disaster al-

No Eye-Witnesses 


There were no cyc-witncsscs to

about 0:30 to go to a garden 
which he maintained across Ihe 
road from Ihc 
Casper 
six-acre 


plot. 
Casper, a former employe, 


at the park, who was said to have 
made numerous threats against 
several persons icccntly, includ-. 
ing members of the park 
staff, 


called Swcel. slaling that he de- 
sired to talk with him and tho 
custodian drove the truck into a 
thicket on the Casper place. 


Sweet was shot as he sat in the 


cab of the truck, the small shot 
penetrating lu's left arm and left 
side. 
He drove the truck back 


to the lodge at the park where 
John Maxey, the manager, admin- 
istered firs;, aid, and after hear- 
ing a part of the story of the 
assault, rushed Sweet to a physi- 
cian's office at Polo. The latter 
advised the removal of the custo- 
dian to ihc Dixon public hospital 
whcie he was taken by Manager 
Maxcy.

Reserve supplies of legume and 


grass seeds are almost exhausted, 
it is stated. The only remaining 
source of seed is the growing sod 
in the nation's fields. 
If seed for 


new plantings is not harvested 
from them this year, a disastrous 
shortage of hay and pasture is 
predicted by crop authorities. Last 
year's national seed harvest fell 
•13 per cent short of production 
goals. ' 


Most of the needed seeds nrc 


highly ^valuable, commanding ex- 
cellent prices. It will be mutually 
profitable for harvester owners 
and farmers having seed to har- 
vest to get together this year. A 
small fortune in seed iias formerly 
been allowed to shatter in the field 
and go to waste on the ground, the 
U. S. D. A. authorities point out. 
Making it still more profitable to 
set aside one crop of hay for seed 
are Uie federal price supports and 
bonus payments.

Control of Weeds 


in Garden Is Urged 


Although man has been culti- 


vating the soil for unknown nges. 
there is still much that is unknown 
about it, and it is still the subject 
of a great deal of controversy. At 
one time it was considered neces- 
sary, to aerate the soil, or to let 
air into the soil by cultivation. 
This theory is no longer advanced, 
although a new theory called "pore 
space" ir. :hc soil :s no: greatly 
different. 
Old 
English writers 


made frequent use of the term 
"good tilth." This is an excellent 
term and it is unfortunate that it 
has 'gone out of use. Good tilth 
means keeping Uie soil In a mel.- 
low and-friable condition. 


It has always been recognized 


that weed control'is also a neces- 
sary function of cultivation, 
it is generally believed that weed 
control is the primary function of 
cultivation. Jt is pro'bable that if 
weeds are well controlled nirther 
cultivation of most soils will prove 
of only limited value. 


The urban victory gaidener will 


have to depend largely upon long- 
handled tools for cultivation and 
weed control. 
The hoc is by far 


the most versatile and most used 
of all garden tools and is the most 
effective of the hand tools for con- 
trolling weeds. The hoe should be 
made of steel so that it will scour 
and will take and hold a good 
edge. 
The handle shauld fit the 


hands and should hang well. 
It 


should be of-such length that the 
'operator can stand erect while 
working. 


.A steel scuffle hoe > Is a very 


good supplementary tool. Jt is ex- 
cellent for breaking up the crust 
on the surface before it has had 
time to harden. When plants are 
spaced right, it is also useful for 
controlling weeds in the row. 


A garden raise is excellent to 


use in maintaining ,1 mulch be- 
tween the rows. Jt also serves in 
gathering weed and crop residues 
and removing them from the gar- 
den. 


One of the important by-pro- 


ducts of victory gardening is a 
revival of neighborliness. The vic- 
tory gardens—especially the com- 
munity and mass gardens—bring 
people together. 
They see each 


other at work and talk over prob- 
lems with their neighbors. 
Few 


of these gardeners have full sets 
of tools: indeed most of them get 
along- with the barest necessities. 
Here then is a chance to be neigh- 
borly. Mr. A has a good spading 
fork,. Mr. B. /has a good strong 
line and sct'.'of stakes for making 
the rows. Mr. C lias a good scuf- 
fle hoe and Mr. D lias a good gar- 


den cultivator. 
Each man may 


find satisfaction and gain an ad- 
vantage in lending his tools to 
his neighbors and in borrowing 
his neighbors'- tools. Jt is pleas- 
ing to ace that this is being done, 
although not to the degree that it 
could be done. 


Not only tools but skills and 


arts enter into neighborlincss. Mr. 
A understands how to cut seed 
potatoes. Mr. B understands the 
staking and pruning' ^of tomatoes. 
Mr. C understands how to start 
a compost pile and Mr. D knows 
how to make a Swedish mmkcn 
'Jarre!. AJl of them gain satisfac- 
tion by giving of their special 
skills and knowledge, and all gain 
sufficiency 
from 
acquiring 
the 


skills of their neighbois. Let's b< 
more neighborly.

Some Thoughts for Wartime 


Voters 


For the first time in SO years 


and the second time in this coun- 
try's history, Americans aie go- 
in"- to elect " president while 
fighting a war. The November 
election is bound to have its pre- 
carious moments. As always there 
will be harsh and bitter words— 
perhaps more than usual under 
the stress of circumstances. But 
there can be no danger, even of! 
a transitory- sort, unless a wide-1 
spread attack of extreme partis- 
anship should breach our national 


unity enough to affect prosecu- 
tion of the war. 


Such a result is unlikely. And 


the possibility can be avoided Jf 
each candidate and voter will re- 
solve, before "the going gels too 
hot, ' to conduct his politicking 
with good sense and an intelligent 
perspective. 


A good, workable set of non- 


partisan 
rules might be culled, 


oddly 
enough, from the highly 


partisan keynote speech of Gov- 
ernor Warren of California before 
the Republican national conven- 
tion. 
Scattered through the ad- 


dress were some bits of advice 
to hi.s party that the governor 
probably would be glad to share 
with the entiie country. 
Many 


voters and candidates probably 
have been thinking along the same 
lines already. 


But 
Governor 
Warren 
was 


among the first to voice these 
ideas publicly, and it does not 
seem too early in the game to .set 
them down for study and reflec- 
tion by voters of all parties: 


"This war cannot l>c fought and 


won as Republicans or Democrats. 
This 
is 
an 
all-Amcrican war. 


There is a place for every Amer- 
ican in it. 
There is no place of 


honor for any American who is 
not in it. 


"In or out of office, Republic- 


ans and Democrats share the re- 
sponsibility of winning the war 


. . The generals who command 


our armies, the admirals who com- 
mand our fleets arc no more Re- 
publican or Democratic than tin- 
armies and the fleets which they 


command . . . They know how 
to run the war and we will sec to 
It that they have the opportunity 
to run it without political Inter- 
ference. 


"There is room for honest dif- 


ferences among us. There is no 
room for disunity. We can be of 
differing minds. But we must be 
of one heart 
. . .' There is no 


place among us for malcontents. 


"We are in no mod for torch- 


light'jubilation.

stands of lima beans and save la- 
bor and seed by using new organic 
chemical

These new 


chemicals prevent decay of the 
bean seeds while in the soil with- 
out danger of injury to the seed.
